LUDLOW -— After the ter- 
rific storm, known as “Tropi- 
cal Storm Isais’” which came 
through Ludlow and_ other 
Massachusetts towns on Tues- 
day, August 4th, efforts have 


been made to clean up the mess 
made. 

In Ludlow, Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Director 
Michael Suprenant said the ev- 
erywhere in town was hit hard 
by the storm, especially the 
southeast portion of Ludlow. 
The area of Miller Street and 


Ventura Street are a couple lo- 
cations where there were fallen 
trees. 

He also said the cutting 
and cleaning of trees from the 
town’s forestry division began 
around 3 p.m. on Tuesday, Au- 
gust 4th. By 2 a.m. on August

hicles. 

Suprenant also said he was 
very proud of the town’s forest- 
ry division, who stepped up to 
help.

How concerned should we be 
about reopening schools?

Schools are putting together 
plans for reopening in the fall, 
and local health officials hope 
that if the rates stay as low as 
they have been across the state, 
students may be able to return 
to classrooms, with precau- 
tions. 

“We had a little outbreak at 
Baystate recently, but overall 
the rates are fairly low,’ said 
Shannon Kay, chief of devel- 
opmental pediatrics at Baystate 
Medical Center. “If the rates 
stay fairly low, the advantag- 
es of going back to school are 
huge. This is where many kids 
get their breakfast and lunch, 
and if we don’t go back to 
school at all, we’ll have a gen- 


eration of kids whose learning 
has a huge gap, which would be 
problematic. At the same time, 
it is frightening.” 

College students have also 
been coming back to the area 
from all over the country, in- 
cluding many who will be com- 
ing into the area from states 
that are currently at a higher 
risk level, so it’s hard to predict 
whether or not cases will remain 
low in Massachusetts. 

One good piece of news, 
Kay said, is that kids under the 
age of ten don’t seem to spread 
the disease as much it seems, al- 
though kids over ten do. 

“It’s good news that kids 
under ten don’t spread COVID 
as easily and are less affected,’

Morse will not drop out of 
congressional race 


UMass to 
investigate conduct

HOLYOKE — The mayor 
of Holyoke is refusing to re- 
nounce his candidacy for the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
this week after controversial 
accusations of misconduct 
while working as a professor 
at the University of Massachu- 
setts surfaced late last week. 

Alex Morse, who has 
served as mayor for the last 
eight years, is trying to unseat 
longtime U.S. Rep. Richard 
Neal, D-Massachusetts. 

Morse, also a Democrat, 
is set to challenge Neal in the 


Democratic primary currently 
set for Sept. 1. 

With just a few weeks left 
before that primary, the Dai- 
ly Collegian, a publication at 
UMass, published a letter from 
the College Democrats of 
Massachusetts and its chapters 
at the University of Massa- 
chusetts Amherst and Amherst 
College. 

The letter alleges Morse 
engaged in sexual relation- 
ships with students at the 
school. It further states he 
abused his power as an adjunct 
faculty member and someone 
of heavily involved in politics 
to engage in sexual relation- 
ships for his gain.

Indian Orchard Citizens Council announces second round

INDIAN ORCHARD -— The Indian 
Orchard Citizens Council last week an- 
nounced the Second Round of recipients 
of the Eastman Chemical Foundation’s 
COVID-19 Relief Grants For Small Busi- 
nesses. 

The Eastman Chemical Foundation 
recently gave the Indian Orchard Citizens 
Council $20,000 to distribute grants to 
Indian Orchard Small Business Owners 
who have been adversely impacted by the 
COVID-19 Pandemic as they struggle to 
re-open their businesses. Thirteen Indian 
Orchard Small Businesses received grants 
in the First Funding Round. Ten addition- 
al small businesses were awarded grants 
in the second round of applications. 

‘“‘We are happy to announce the recipi- 
ents of the Second Round of the Eastman 
Foundation’s COVID-19 Relief Grants 
intended to help Indian Orchard Small 
Businesses meet the many unanticipat- 
ed expenses that have been placed upon 
them as a condition for re-opening,” said 
Zaida Govan, President of the Indian Or- 
chard Citizens Council.

ing access to food, shelter and economic 
support. This funding is part of the more 
than $1 million the Foundation has com- 
mitted toward supporting communities 
all over the world where Eastman oper- 
ates. 

Govan said that the Indian Orchard 
Business Connections Committee (IOB- 
CC) evaluated applications submitted 
by 13 Indian Orchard small businesses 
during Second Round of grant applica- 
tions.

received by the Indian Orchard Citizens 
Council, I have had the opportunity to 
speak with many of our applicants,” 
said Mari Tarpinian of Rick’s Auto 
Body.

Neal, who has been representing Mas- 
sachusetts since 1989, was once mayor of 
Springfield. 

The two candidates have had various 
TV ads fueling their rivalry, but Neal’s 
campaign denies having anything to do 
with the sexual misconduct allegations be- 
ing made public with just three weeks to 
the election. 

Morse, Sunday night, said he would 
not leave the race, and released a state- 
ment to that effect: 

“T announced my candidacy for Con- 
gress because I believed our country need- 
ed leadership that understood the urgency 
of this moment. I believed that the voters 
of the First Congressional District de- 
served a member of Congress who would 
put their interests before those of wealthy 
and influential donors. I believed that the 
health of our democracy relied on envi- 
sioning a new kind of politics — a politics 
of lifting up and empowering ordinary 
people. 

I still believe these things. [If anything, 
my time as a candidate has only deepened 
my conviction that people are looking for a 
politics that is more generous, more open, 
and more just. I’ve heard stories from peo- 
ple in every corner of this district that P11 
carry with me for the rest of my life. 

Our campaign is fueled by the hard 
work and dedication of my amazing staff 
and volunteers and the contributions of 
small grassroots donors. Our campaign is 
also lifted up by the support of progressive 
organizations that helped take our efforts 
to new heights. I remain committed to 
their missions, but also understand the toll 
that recent events are taking on them and 


Grants can be used to cover non-sal- 
ary, unanticipated expenses, that the 
Pandemic has imposed on_ businesses 
that are re-opening, like: the installa- 
tion of plexiglass shields at the counters, 
hand sanitizers, PPE’s(Personal Protec- 
tive Equipment supplies like masks and 
gloves), additional cleaning supplies, and 
necessary additional signage.

their supporters. 

Over the weekend, the Daily Collegian 
published a story that alleged that I abused 
my power in having consensual sexual en- 
counters with college students, and that I 
made other college students feel uncom- 
fortable by conversing with them on social 
media. 

I want to be very clear about this. 
I have never, in my entire life, had a 
non-consensual sexual encounter with 
anyone. I have never used my position of 
power as Mayor and UMass lecturer for 
romantic or sexual gain, or to take ad- 
vantage of students. I have never violated 
UMass policy. Any claim to the contrary 
is false. As ’ve acknowledged, I have had 
consensual relationships with other men, 
including students enrolled at local univer- 
sities that I’ve met using dating apps.” 

Morse said he welcomes any investi- 
gation and says he will be cleared of any 
wrongdoing. 

On Monday, the University of Mas- 
sachusetts-Amherst released a statement 
confirming an investigation in Morse’s 
conduct. UMass has also gone on record 
saying Morse will not be re-hired as an 
adjunct professor. Morse taught classes 
in government and political science since 
2014. 

“The allegations that Holyoke Mayor 
Alex Morse engaged in inappropriate be- 
havior with UMass Amherst students are 
serious and deeply concerning,’ UMass 
states. “And the university is launching an 
immediate review of the matter to deter- 
mine whether the alleged actions during 
his time as a university lecturer were in 
violation of university policy or federal 
Title IX law.”

Governor Baker announces new 
initiatives to stop spread of COVID-19 


BOSTON — Last week, Governor 
Charlie Baker announced a new set of 
initiatives aimed at stopping the spread 
of COVID-19 in Massachusetts, espe- 
cially in higher risk communities that 
have seen a recent uptick in cases. While 
Massachusetts has seen a decrease in 
COVID-19 cases and _ hospitalizations 
since May, there has been a slight uptick 
in certain communities in recent days. 

On August 7th, the Administration 
announced a set of initiatives, including 
stricter statewide rules for public and 
private gatherings and targeted com- 
munity guidance. The Administration 
also announced that, starting next week, 
additional reporting for town-by-town 
data will be published weekly to show 
the spread of COVID-19 at a commu- 
nity level. Additionally, previously an- 
nounced free COVID-19 testing in 17 
communities has been extended through 
September 12th. 

Statewide Guidance: 

Governor Baker is signing an updated 
gatherings order, effective August 11th, 
which will: 

Reduce the limit on outdoor gatherings 
from 100 to 50 people (indoor gatherings 
limit will remain at 25 people) 

Apply these limits to all types of gath- 
erings, on both public and private property 

Require face coverings where more 
than 10 people from different households 
will be mixing. 

Due to the recent increase in positive 
cases, step two of phase III of the Com- 
monwealth’s reopening plan has been 
postponed indefinitely. 

Restaurant rules have been updated 
to state that alcoholic beverages may 
only be served for on-site consumption 
if accompanied by orders for food pre- 
pared on-site. The administration will 
be taking measures to ensure that bars 
masquerading as restaurants will be 
closed. 

Public safety officials, including state 
and local law enforcement, have the juris- 
diction to enforce these orders and event 
hosts in violation of these orders will be 
subject to fines or cease and desist orders. 

Cross-Agency COVID Enforcement 
and Intervention Team: 

The Administration also announced a 
targeted cross-agency COVID Enforce- 
ment and Intervention Team that will be 
responsible for ramping up enforcement 
statewide and coordinating local inter- 
vention efforts at the local level in higher 
risk COVID-19 communities. 

Communities will be designated as 
higher risk COVID-19 communities 
based on public health data, including but 
not limited to rising trends for new cas- 
es and the percentage of positive COVID 
tests.

the Division of Local Services (DLS), 
the Alcoholic Beverages Control Com- 
mission (ABCC) and the Executive Of- 
fice of Technology Services and Security 
(EOTSS). 
Stop the Spread: 

Last month, the Administration 
launched the Stop the Spread initiative, 
which provides free testing to residents 
in targeted communities throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

There are currently sites in 17 com- 
munities: Agawam, Brockton, Chel- 
sea, Everett, Fall River, Framingham, 
Lawrence, Lowell, Lynn, Marlborough, 
Methuen, New Bedford, Randolph, Re- 
vere, Springfield, Taunton, and Worcester. 

The initiative is a data-driven fo- 
cused effort to reduce the prevalence of 
COVID-19 in communities that are above 
the state average in total cases, positive 
test rate, and have experienced a decline 
in testing levels since April. These sites 
are open to all residents of the Common- 
wealth. 

Last week, the Administration an- 
nounced the extension of free testing in 
these 17 communities through September 
12th. 

Statewide Enforcement and Interven- 
tion will include: 

Targeted interventions and inspections 
by a range of member agencies, including 
Local Services, Labor Standards, DPH, 
MSP and ABCC, coordinated by EOPSS 
and MEMA. 

Increased enforcement, including 
fines, of sector guidance for businesses 
to ensure businesses and residents are 
aware of and following COVID-19 or- 
ders. 

Support for ABCC and local licens- 
ing boards in exercising their existing 
authority to fine restaurants or suspend 
or cancel liquor licenses when restaurants 
do not comply with required COVID-19 
safety measures. 

Targeted public messaging campaign 
to alert residents of higher risk COVID 
communities (road signs, PSAs, etc.). 

Technical support to local govern- 
ment officials to support enhanced local 
COVID-19 prevention efforts such as as- 
sistance in accessing CARES Act fund- 
ing. 

Potential restrictions or shutdowns for 
parks, playgrounds, businesses or oth- 
er entities and locations believed to be 
contributing to the COVID-19 spread in 
higher risk COVID-19 communities. 

Additional resources for public health 
support such as testing, tracing and quar- 
antining.

Midsummer 

questions on 

peppers and 
cucumbers 


randma visited today and questioned 
(5" her pickling cucumbers were 

“funny looking.” She was hoping for 
blocky, straight fruit, but what she has are 
tapered to a point. Some even curl. Looks 
don’t matter much to her but unfortunately 
they don’t taste 
very good either. 
They are quite bit- 
ter. How can this 
be remedied? 

This is an easy 
fix. Curling, bit- 
ter fruit are an 
indication that 
cucumber plants 
are crying out for 
more water, and it 
is no wonder with 
the drought we 
are having. They 
are shallow rooted and depend on a steady 
amount of moisture to grow evenly. Your 
goal should be an inch of rain per week. 
Sometimes summer rains are deceiving; 
while you think that passing shower saturat- 
ed the earth, chances are it didn’t. 

Just for the fun of it, set up a homemade 
rain gauge in the garden. This way you can 
see for yourself just how much rain we are 
actually getting. Simply position an emp- 
ty tuna fish can marked in quarter-inch in- 
crements among your plants. You can even 
leave it there while your sprinkler is at work 
or while you hand water as normal. After 
each “rainfall” record your results, and at 
the end of the week, make up the difference 
to achieve the desired one inch. I don’t ex- 
pect you to be this fussy all the time, but 
this little experiment will give you a sense 
of how little or much rain you and Mother 
Nature are actually providing to your plants. 
While we have little say in what falls from 
the sky, we can make adjustments to our 
sprinkler timers. Another way to help out 
your cukes would be to provide their shal- 
low roots with a little mulch. The mulch will 
regulate moisture and prevent weed compe- 
tition. Accomplish this well after your plants 
are up and growing, and of course, don’t 
pile it up too close to the stem. 

This question came from Robin, who 
gardens in Hardwick: “My pepper plants are 
laden with fruit but slow to turn color. When 
will they be ready to harvest? I’d like to pre- 
serve them somehow for use over the winter. 
What would you suggest?” 

Usually you will have to wait at least 
two to three weeks after green peppers have 
reached full size before they will ripen com- 
pletely. Now you know why colored peppers 
command a higher price than their green 
counterparts, they are taking up space on 
the plant for a longer period and because of 
that inhibiting, to some degree anyway, new 
fruits from forming. In our part of the coun- 
try it is smart to search out pepper varieties 
that reach maturity in the fewest number of 
days. Look for those marked 80 days or less. 

Freezing peppers is super easy, and there 
is no blanching necessary. Simply cut your 
peppers into slices and prefreeze them on a 
cookie sheet. Once they are frozen you can 
put them into freezer bags and grab a hand- 
ful or two as needed.

Yellow warbler 


I saw either a female or immature 
yellow warbler in the forsythia bush this 
Sunday. The female or immature is a 
duller yellow than the male. It either has 
faint breast streaking or none at all. The 
immature females lack breast streaks and 
are buff olive with less yellow. The male 
is yellow with reddish streaking on its 
breast. 

The yellow warbler is five inches long. 
They eat caterpillars, cankerworms, gyp- 
sy moths, beetles, aphids and other in- 
sects. The female lays four to six white 
eggs with blotches in a nest of milkweed, 
stem fibers, grasses, down and spider’s 
silk. The yellow warblers song is a “sweet 
sweet sweet I’m so sweet” with the last 
note accented. It also has a musical “chip” 
call. 

Baltimore orioles 

I received an email from a North 
Brookfield resident. She said, “I have had 
Baltimore orioles at my jelly feeder up un- 
til this week. I have put out seven quarts of 
grape jelly so far. But I have not seen an 
oriole this week can you explain where 
they could be?” 

I also have not seen Baltimore orioles 
coming for orange halves that I put out. 


The catbird, a red-bellied woodpecker and 
a red squirrel also ate the oranges. Balti- 
more orioles start their migration south as 
early as July. 
Ruby-throated hummingbirds 

Although Baltimore orioles migrate 
early, the ruby-throated hummingbirds do 
not start their migration until September. 
I fill my two nectar feeders every other 
day. I enjoy watching the hummingbirds 
chase each other around the feeders and 
spread their tail feathers while they hov- 
er. Whenever, I look at one of the nectar 
feeders, I do not have to wait long before 
one or more hummingbirds appear. 

Great blue heron 

I was at Lake Winisquam this past 
Saturday with my daughter, Lynn and 
granddaughter, Cora. Cora and I were 
swimming when a great blue heron flew 
over the water and landed on the dock of 
elderly neighbors. It was a beautiful day 
to be in the water, but they do not get out- 
side very much so the dock is a quiet place 
even on a summer Saturday. I wondered 
if they saw it land and watched it as Cora 
and I did.

who have been working on the cleanup, 
but especially the forestry crew. They 
should be commended because they 
kept the streets open during the storm,” 
said Suprenant. “It’s been a lot of work — 
there was a lot of debris that came down 
from the trees.” 

As of Monday, August 10th, Su- 
prenant said debris was still being re- 
moved from the public way and around 
some of the storm drainage easements 
and sewer easements, and there were still 
a few households without power, accord- 
ing to Fire Chief Ryan Pease. 

Suprenant also said residents are 
picking up debris from their yards and 
bringing them up to the compost facility, 
open Wednesday to Saturday from 8 a.m. 
to 2:50 p.m., located on 198 Sportsman’s 
Rd.

mallards and seagulls. The seagulls would 
land near boats anchored in the cove 
across the lake. They probably get some 
tidbits from people eating in their boats. 
Northern water snake 

Although it isn’t a bird, I saw north- 
ern water snake swimming near the bot- 
tom of the lake while standing on the 
dock. Lynn and Cora were swimming. 
Lynn hurried Cora to the ladder and they 
climbed onto the dock. The snake went 
under the dock and surfaced on the other 
side. It was the biggest water snake I’ve 
ever seen. It headed to a shallow area 
with reeds. 


Regarding residents who might be 
experiencing an emergency, such as a 
tree that is contacting wires and causing 
sparking, Suprenant said they should not 
call the DPW, but the police department 
instead, who will call electric utility 
company Eversource. 

He also said if the situation is deter- 
mined to be less of an emergency, they 
are welcome to call the DPW. 

“Unfortunately, with COVID-19, 
we're at 50% of clerical staff at any 
given time. (Residents) are probably 
better off calling the police,” said Su- 
prenant. “I hate to say that, but this is 
the truth, it may take us a little while to 
get back to somebody, but if they call, 
we will respond. If we’re not able to 
pick up, they should leave a message 
and we will get back to them as soon as 
we can.”

“Induction weekend is a 
celebration of our sport and its 
greatest legends, and while we 
are disappointed to cancel this 
incredibly special event, the 
Board of Directors’ overrid- 
ing concern is the health and 
well-being of those who trav- 
el from all over the world to 
celebrate with us,’ said IVHF 
Executive Director George 
Mulry. 

This will be only the second 
time since the first induction 
was held in 1985 that the annu- 
al celebration will not be held. 
There will not be a designated 
induction Class of 2020. In- 
stead, the IVHF will recognize 
its next class of inductees in the 
fall of 2021. 

“We looked at every possi- 
ble option to hold the event in 
2020 including hosting a vir- 
tual Induction but it was clear 
that the right decision was to 
cancel,” stated Mulry. “Most 
importantly, we strive to hon- 
or the inductees in the proper 
way they are most deserving 
of. Our next Induction Class 
should enjoy the same won- 
derful experience in the Birth- 
place of Volleyball as previ- 
ous classes and they will have

new coronavirus cases signifi- 
cantly improve soon. 

But the decisions by schools 
also could make play of sports 
difficult. With some schools like 
Springfield, Longmeadow, and 
East Longmeadow going all re- 
mote, it could be difficult for 
eligibility to appear in games to 
be determined. Other school dis- 
tricts, like Southwick, are giving

Baystate Health implements new 
visitor check-in policy 


SPRINGFIELD — For the 
continued safety of patients, 
visitors and staff during the 
coronavirus pandemic, — ef- 
fective Monday, August 3, 
all Baystate Health hospitals 
will be implementing a visitor 
check-in log as part of its visi- 
tation policy. 

Visitors to Baystate Medical 
Center and Baystate Children’s 
Hospital in Springfield, Bay- 
state Franklin Medical Center 
in Greenfield, Baystate Noble 
Hospital in Westfield, and Bay- 
state Wing Hospital in Palmer, 
will be asked to provide their 
full name and phone number to 
be recorded in the log, as well 
as the name of the patient they 
are visiting. Visitors must also 
provide a photo ID. 

In June, Baystate Health re- 
sumed hospital visiting hours 
which are daily from noon to 8 
p.m. 

Visitors coming to Baystate 
Medical Center should allow 
for extra time for the enhanced 
check-in process, especially 
during peak visiting hours from 
noon - | p.m. 

One visitor at a time is al- 
lowed in the hospital for non- 
COVID patients at Baystate 
Medical Center, Baystate No- 
ble Hospital, Baystate Wing 
Hospital and Baystate Frank- 
lin Medical Center. Baystate 
Children’s Hospital allows one 
parent/guardian or one visitor 
of patients. No visitors are al- 
lowed in the emergency depart- 
ments. 

No visitors are allowed for 
COVID patients at all hospi- 


tals, except: 

e Patients under the age of 
18 are allowed one parent or 
guardian. 

e OB patients who are in 
labor are allowed one birthing 
partner. 

e Hospice patients and end- 
of-life patients are allowed one 
person and one clergy member 
per day. 

e Patients with disabilities, 
including physical and cogni- 
tive, are allowed one compan- 
ion. 

Visitors must travel directly 
to and from the patient’s room 
when entering and leaving the 
hospital, and will not be per- 
mitted in common areas such 
as waiting rooms, cafeterias or 
gift shops. 

The visitation process for 
patients attending outpatient 
appointments or visiting out- 
patient practices remains the 
same, no visitors can accompa- 
ny patients. Exceptions are as 
follows: 

e One parent/guardian for a 
patient 18 years old or younger. 

e One companion for pa- 
tients with disabilities, includ- 
ing physical and cognitive. 

Masks must be worn cor- 
rectly at all times at all Bay- 
state Health facilities. Visitors 
wearing masks with vents are 
not allowed and will be issued 
an approved mask from the 
hospital. 

All visitation is at the dis- 
cretion of Baystate Health.

BOSTON - The Massachu- 
setts Registry of Motor Vehicles 
(RMV) will on Monday, Au- 
gust 10th, expand drop-off reg- 
istration and title services to 7 
total Service Center locations, 
including Boston / Haymarket, 
Braintree, Chicopee, Haverhill, 
Milford, Taunton and Wilming- 
ton. These Registration Drop Off 
Centers are dedicated to perform- 
ing a number of vehicle-based 
registration and title services for 
both commercial and individual 
customer transactions on a drop- 
off only basis. Customers choos- 
ing this option will be able to 
drop-off appropriate paperwork 
for processing within a few busi- 
ness days. 

The RMV piloted this new 
service channel option at the 
Braintree Service Center the 
week of August 3rd, and during 
the first four days processed 402 
drop-off registration transactions 
with an average turnaround time 
of two days. After observing re- 
sults the initial week, the RMV 
advises customers to monitor and 
check their emails — including 
spam or junk folders — after they 
have dropped off their paper- 
work as some _ transactions 
may be completed earlier, 
and cannot be picked up until 
payment is completed online.

Drop Off Center between 
the hours of 9 a.m. and 4 
p.m. to drop-off their trans- 
action paperwork. An RMV 
door advocate will review 
the customer’s paperwork 
to determine if it’s correctly 
completed and ask customers 
to fill out a coversheet with 
their name, email and phone 


number. Customers will not be 
allowed to wait and should ex- 
pect a phone call or email from 
the Service Center within a few 
days when their transaction 1s 
completed. 

Transactions will be pro- 
cessed in the order received. Cus- 
tomers will receive a phone call 
or email when their transaction 
is completed and be instructed to 
pay for their transaction online. 
Customers are encouraged to 
check and monitor their emails — 
including spam or junk folders -- 
after they have dropped off their 
paperwork, as some transactions 
may be completed earlier and 
cannot be picked up until pay- 
ment is completed online. 

Customers will need to com- 
plete their payment online prior 
to returning to the Service Center 
to pick up their plates and/or reg- 
istration.

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Girl Scouts introduces new badges to encourage girls 
in civics, STEM and entrepreneurship 


REGION - Girl Scouts of 
Central & Western Massachusetts 
(GSCWM) and Girl Scouts of 
the USA (GSUSA) announce 24 
new badges designed to help girls 
practice ambitious leadership in 
the crucial areas of civics, auto- 
motive engineering, STEM ca- 
reers, and entrepreneurship, many 
of which remain male-dominated. 
In a year of unprecedented glob- 
al change, our country’s need for 
strong, broad-minded, and deci- 
sive leadership has never been 
greater. Through new and exist- 
ing programming, Girl Scouts 
equips the next generation of 
female change-makers with the 
breadth of knowledge, skills, and 
experiences they need to take up 
the causes they care about and do 
good for the world, now and in 
the future. 

The new Girl Scout badges 
include: 

Civics (grades K-12). Girls 
gain an in-depth understanding of 
how local, state, and federal gov- 
ernment works, equipping them 
to be voters, activists, and even 
political leaders. They research 
laws and how they’re created, 
voting, and the Electoral College, 
the representation of women in 


government, and more. They also 
research their own government 
officials and are encouraged to 
meet them. By learning how the 
government works, Girl Scouts 
are prepared to make the world 
a more equitable and inclusive 
place. Just 24% of eighth-graders 
are proficient in civics, and only 
two in five American adults can 
name the three branches of U.S. 
government, highlighting the 
need for these badges. Funded by 
the Citi Foundation. 

Automotive Engineering 
(grades K—5). Girls learn about 
designing, engineering, and man- 
ufacturing vehicles, as well as the 
future of mobility. They design 
their own vehicles, test proto- 
types, learn about design think- 
ing, create their own assembly 
line manufacturing process, and 
more. Only 13% of engineers are 
women, underscoring the need 
for these badges which will in- 
troduce more girls to the field. 
Funded by General Motors. 

STEM Career Exploration 
(grades 2-8). Girls explore their 
career interests and connect them 
to STEM _ fields—particularly 
computer science, nature/environ- 
mental science, engineering, de- 


sign, health, and agriculture - that 
can help them address the press- 
ing issues of our time and change 
the world. The IF/THEN® Col- 
lection, a free, downloadable 
digital asset library of real-life 
women in STEM, is an integral 
component of the badges. The 
dearth of women in STEM fields 
is well documented, but data 
shows that girls are more interest- 
ed in a STEM career when they 
learn how they can use it to help 
people, demonstrating the value 
of Girl Scouts’ unique approach. 
Funded by IF/THEN, an initiative 
of Lyda Hill Philanthropies. 
Entrepreneurship (grades 
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K-12). Girls develop an entre- 
preneurial mindset as they en- 
gage in age-appropriate exercises 
that help them create and pitch a 
product or service that solves a 
problem. They build their own 
business plan and think about 
topics like production, cost, prof- 
it, marketing, and competition. 
Three in four of today’s girls are 
interested in becoming an entre- 
preneur, but more than half also 
say they need more support in 
this area; these badges are de- 
signed to fill the gap. Funded by 
Susan Bulkeley Butler and de- 
signed in collaboration with Ven- 
tureLab.

Steady leadership is_ es- 
sential during a crisis such as 
COVID-19, from fostering trust 
and showing compassion, to man- 
aging challenges with agility, to 
evaluating outcomes of decisions. 
The Girl Scout program is prov- 
en to develop strong and effective 
leaders—among many positive 
outcomes, Girl Scouts are much 
likelier than non-Girl Scouts to 
take an active role in decision 
making (80% vs. 51%), which is 
a critical aspect of leadership. 

Girl Scouts has made free 
self-guided activities from select 
new and existing programming 
available digitally to the public 
through local Zoom programs 
and Girl Scouts at Home, keeping 
families engaged and connected 
to their communities. Girls can 
further engage with the badges 
and topics through online videos, 
activities, or special live virtu- 
al events. Members can access 
a suite of Girl Scouts’ program- 
ming digitally through the Vol- 
unteer Toolkit, including troop 
meeting plans and other resourc- 
es to help girls earn badges and 
awards.
